therefore, that after the war is ov- 
er the South may get additional 
mills using the Herty process and 
thereby transferring a 171-millton- 
dollar industry from Canada to Dix- 
ie.

Why We Face Inflation 


Unless we get hard-boiled very 


.8<jmi, this nation ca.n hardly escape, 
a "spectacular nncTevenlually disas- 
trous wave of price inflation. 


In the abstract, that stark state- 


ment will create little argument, 
But concretely, the issue has been 
obscured by so many big words 
that the man in the street is con- 
fused. 


There can be no better time than 


now to try to clarify the danger 
in words of few syllables, and in 
figures that do not lie. 


In order to produce ships, guns, 


tanks, planes, munitions and other 
materiel of war we arc having 
to eliminate the manufacture of 
many articles of civilian use, so 
that men, machinery and raw ma- 
terials can be used against the 
axis. 


To satisfy President Roosevelt's 


war production program, we must 
divert so much capacity to mili- 
tary purposes that the remaining 
plant and materials will not be 
able to make more than $56 bil- 


Japanese Are

"Conservation on this side of the 


ocean means salvation for those 
on the other side," declared Dr. 
Bennett, whose 39 years of work 
with soils of the United States 
have caused him to be recognized 


-I as the world's No. 1 authority on 


soil conservation and ils bene- 
fits. Here are the six ways in 
which conservation of soil 
and 


water arc hastening the day of 
Allied victory, according to Dr. 
J Bennett: 


"First, conservation of soil and 


water means greater yields from 
our cropland, pasture, forest, and 
range. 


"Second, 
conservation 
means 
. pulling every acre of land to work 
'"' on the production job it is best 


suited to perform. Different lands 
arc suited to different kinds of 
production. 
Conservation 
means 


producing the crops on the lands 
where the most satisfactory 
• suits can be obtained. 
*' 
"Third, conservation means Ihe 


elimination of waste in farming 
—Ihe elimination of wasted soil, 
water, fertilizer, seed, or of any 
other element of productive cap- 


^ acity. 
9 
"Fourth, conservation means in- 


creasing the area of tillable land 
—by control of erosion, by drain- 
age-, by irrigation, or by other con- 
servation practices. 


"Fifih, conservation means as- 
f surance that crops will be pro- 
*' duced in spile of droulh, rainstorms 


wind and snow—as far as il is 
possible to protect crops from un- 
usual weather conditions. 


"Sixth, conservation means as- 


surance that the agricultural plant 


$j will not break down in the middle 


of the war. Conservation is the only

lions worth of civilian supplies. 


But in the coming fiscal year, 


civilians will have at least $110 
billions with which to buy such 
goods. 


Therefore we start with the pic- 


ture of civilians at an auction, all 
anxious to buy the commodities 
offered for sale, and each with 
more money than he -can spend. 


If you've ever been at an auct- 


ion where everybody had relative- 
ly plenty of money, and was en- 
thusiastic about the items offered, 
you don't need to be told what will 
happen. 


Unless the setup is modified by 


some type of controls, prices will 
skyrocket as each of us tries to 
outbid the others for the com- 
modities on sale. 


This tendency will be exaggerat- 


ed by the fact that much of the 
new money is in the hands of men 
and women who haven't been pros- 
perous for so long that they have 
no ideas of saving. 


The quantity of civilian goods 


available will be just about that 
of 1933, at the depth of the de- 
pression. The quantity of money, 
seeking to pay for such goods, 
will be about double what was 
available in 1933. 


This unbalanced economy hasn't 


yet reached its culmination, both 
because employment and payrolls 
have not attained their peaks and 
because the shutoff of most civil- 
ian dispensables has not become 
established. 


Nevertheless, price inflation al- 


ready has made strides. The cost 
of living generally has risen close 
to 15 per cent since the war be- 
gan. 
The cost of food has gone up 


almost 20 per cent in a year. Num- 
erous individual table items-—im- 
portant ones, too—have risen from 
25 to as much as G5 per cent in 
a year. 


These things arc pretty elemen- 


tary. They arc neither mysterious 
or complicated. Perhaps they're 
trite. 


But sometimes, when we get all 


tied up in words and side issues 
and wherefores and whereases, it 
is worth while to strip an important 
issue of everything except the fund- 
amentals and start all over again. 


Not the Least of Hope's 
Proving Ground Problems 
Was Crisis Over Cooks

HOPE, Ark. — (/P)— Back in June 


1941 when our town learned it was 
to be the site of the Southwestern 
Proving Ground a lot of things 
happened—quick. 


A certain Hope matron read in 


the paper that the first contract 
would be for 8 million dollars, and 
the War Department expected to 
spend 15 millions all told. But what 
she called me up about had absolu- 
tely nothing to do with stastics. 
The wail over the telephone ran 
like this: 


"They're going to shoot off big 


guns and drop ail-bombs. It will 
be like living in the middle of a 
war, and positively dangerous, too. 
All this is going to happen to the 
place where I've lived all my life— 
and I just can't stand it. Some- 
body ought to write Washington" . . 


But I comforted a nice old lady. 


I told her it was true there would 
be guns out on the Proving Ground, 
and they would test the shells that 
ordnance plants are manufactur- 
ing for the army throughout the 
Southwest, but the nice thing about 
it was that the guns would be point- 
ed away from Hope—not toward 
it. 


Don't laugh at my telephone con- 


versation with 
a 
grandmother 


Sometime after the proving grounc 
construction was under way I hac 
as dinner guests another Arkan- 
sas publisher and his wife. Theii 
town was scheduled to get a wai 
plant after ours—and they hac 
come over to get a line on wha' 
happens in a "boom." 


"Well, what happens'.'" they ask 


cd. 


I turned to the wife. 
"You got a cook? You just thin! 


you have . . . " 


She turned pale. 
"You mean the first thing tha 


will happen in a boom is tha 
I'll lose my good cook I've hac 
these six years! 


Husband, I'm jfoing to kill my 


self a damn Yankee!" 


I'm 2U years out of Pennsylvan- 


a—but in 1941 I heard 
"damn 


Yankee" revived in the south; and 
jy that time I was heart and soul 
with Dixie. 


In 1941 Ihe definition of a "damn 


Yankee" in Hope, Ark., was any- 
iody looking over your apartment 
or interviewing your cook. It was 
the home folks against the rest 
of the world. And, believe you me, 
.he rest of the world came at us! 


What happened was this: 
The Proving Ground project was 


announced in June. Officers and the 
construction company chief 
ar- 


rived in July. In August the bus- 
iness began of condemning 50,000 
acres of farm and timberland in 
a triangular slash 15 miles long 
from northern Hempstead county 
almost to the Hope corporation 
line, and converting this great re- 
servation from a peaceful coun- 
tryside to a teeming industrial war 
plant. 


It brought at the peak 8,000 work- 


ers to Hope, a city whose 1940 po- 
pula'tion was only 7,475; and a 
peak payroll of $200,000 a week! 
Rents sky-rocketed. Housing van- 
ished. 
Merchants 
doubled 
and 


trebled normal grosses. It was all 
very rushed and exciting. 


But not without humor. I remem- 


ber we had so many surveys on 
housing projects that were never 
built that finally some chap came 
down here to make a survey of 
all the surveys. But we were spar- 
ed that one. The chap couldn't find 
a room. 


And yet through all this confus- 


ion there was a definite plan and 
a determined leadership that car- 
ried it through to completion ahead 
of schedule. 


First dirt was turned on the Prov- 


ing Ground in August, and on Jan- 
uary 1, 1942, the first testing-gun 
was fired. Officially the proving 
ground was complete—terse and 
graphic evidence that while Amer- 
icans may be prodigal with dol- 
lars their dollars do prodigious 
feats when the issue is war and 
the blue chips are down.

have scratched

tires and tubes, retreads and fancy 
chromium plated accessories. And 
there won't be any new cars not 
to sell gasoline and accessories to 
until long after the war ends. 


Want a Dish, Chair, Rake? 
So your corner service man is 


now offering a full line of dishes, 
luggage, toys, bicycles when he 
can get them, golf clubs and balls 
on the same basis. More rural sta- 
tions will sell you a hay rake and 
deck chairs in which to spend a 
quiet Sunday—far from the gasless 
highway; vacuum jugs and a snap- 
py can of paint to keep the garage 
doors shiny though unusued; first 
aid kits and blackout bulbs, ice 
cream freezers and furniture.

The employes sent one of their 


number upstairs to talk to the 
chief, Gen. William R. Arnold, who 
happens to be a Roman Catholic 
priest. One chaplain is kept on duty 
in the office every Sunday, and the 
delegate asked Gen. Arnold if this 
chaplain couldn't take time to con- 
duct a brief service during lui\ch 
hour.
